Beirut Christians reject

it was revealed yesterday. The 
meeting was reported to have 
tumed down 8. “reconciliation” 
scheme which would give the Mos- 
jJems — who comprise 60 per cent 
of the population — equality in 
parliament, government and the 
army, all of which have been con- 
trolied by Christians since Le- 
banon independence from 
France 32 years ago. 

Interior Minister Camille Chamoun 
said that the proposed 50-50 power 
sharing formula would eliminate 
Lebanon’s unwritten national char- 
ter which gives the Christians the 


presidency, a six-to-five represen- 
tation in peat and key posi- 
tions in the administration and the 
army. 

Another leading Christian figure, 
Pierre Jemayyel, said that he fear- 
ed the plan would make an oppres- 
sed minority of the Christians in 
the country. 

Arab observers yesterday said 
that the conflict over the extent 
of constitutional reforms was 
threatening to disrupt the lull in 
fighting. Leftist circles indicated 
that unless political progress was 
made, there could be a new out. 
break of fighting in the nine-month- 
old clvil war, which is believed to 
have resulted so far in the death 
of 8,000 persons and the wounding 
of 20,000. 

There were ‘burata of machine- 
gun fire in Beirut on New Year's 
eve, but died down later in the 
morning 88 government troops 
moved into various parts of the 
city to implement a new truce 
agreement. 

Beirut Radio said last night that 
there was an air of relative tran- 
quility in Beirut yesterday although 


parts of the city remained unsafe 
because of the continued presence 
of armed groups there. The radio 
reports indicated that tension was 
still high in other parts of the 
country, meinly in Tripoli, in the 
north, and Zahleh, east of Beirut. 

Unless an expanded government 
can be established to improve the 
situation, the Lebanese crisis seems 
likely to be transferred to the UN 
Security Council at the request of 
Christian President Suleiman Fran- 
jieb. 

The Secretary-General of the 
Cairo-baged Arab League, Mahmoud 
Ried, said yesterday that his efforts 
for & collective Arab peacekeeping 
move in Lebanon were not making 
progress. He noted that the Lebs- 
nese Government was prepared to 
aecept any proposal agreed upon by 
the Arab states, but indicated that 
the Palestine Liberation Organization 
was proving and wanted 
him to consult first with its leaders 
in Beirut and Damascus, “I cannot 
go to either capital unless Τὶ am 
fuvited by the government there,” 
said Riad.

Allon wants full-scale Cabinet 
debate on peace question

Sources close to him said he would 
begin his talks with Kissinger with 
a wide-r survey of the Mid- 
die East scene. Hence, his Cabinet 
statement on Sunday would be 
similarly wide-ranging. 

The State Department has offi- 


cially refered to the Allon visit as 
being “in keeping with our close 
ties with Israel and our consulte- 
tions about the forthcoming UN 
debate.” 

Allon has already told the Cab!- 
net that he has “new ideas” on the 
Palestinian issue. 

In a speech last weekend ‘he pro- 
posed talks with West Bank Pales- 
tintan leaders as well as with Jor- 
dan. “From the operative stand- 
point... as we approach the time 
of negotiations with Jordan, we 
shall want to have talks with West 
Bank leaders and with Jordan so 
as to Integrate both of them in the 
search for a solution...” he said, 

Mr. Allon is understood to believe 
that it is still sot too late to seek 
out or encourage indigenous mode- 
rate West Bank leaders as an al- 
ternative to the PLO, 

Allon’s approach in this respect

This 
brain centre would be at a level 
above the multi-national corpora- 
tion. He thought of it back in 1939, 
before there were such things as 
mautti-national corporations.” 

The Government is supposed to 
match Stulman’s contributions to 
the institute, but it has reportedly 


been lagging m its payments. This 
year’s basic budget is IL2m. In ad- 
dition, government agencies pay on 
a contract basis for studies they 
order. 

Dr. Singer, who declined to com- 
ment on Stulman’s withdrawal of 
support, said a number of studies 
presently being carried out will 
continue beyond this month. They 
will be financed entirely by the 
Government. 

Stulman, now 70, made his or- 
iginal fortune in the wood industry; 
but his main interests have always 
‘been intellectual, rather than com- 
mercial. “He's a profound philo- 
sopher and thinker,” a man who 
knows him well said yesterday. The 
idea for the World Institute, said 
the source, was born in Stulman 
with the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbour. “He had seen it coming 
for some time and felt there should 
be some sort of organization that 
would work towards eliminating 
tensions in the world rather than 

vating them.” τ 

Shortly before the Six Day War, 
Stulman obtained the agreement of 
the Israel Government to the crea- 
tion here of the institute, which is 
officially described as a policy re. 
search organization. ‘He wanted 15. 
rael to become a2 world partner, 
not just a small country struggling 
to survive,” said the source, 

Stulman's idea-was that the Is- 
raeLbased institute would deal with 
universal problems, attracting to it 
thinkers from abroad. In the end, 
however, the researchers were almost 
all Israelis dealing with specificaly 
Israeli problems. 

One of Stulman's ideas which did 
have possible practical application 
was the Ὁ somewhere in 
Israel of a cargo city which would 
provide integrated handling of 
cargo containers arriving by land, 
sea and air — processing the in- 
coming materials in local industries 
and then shipping out the finished 
product — again in cargo contain- 
ers. He discussed the idea with the 
then ‘Fransport Minister, Shimon 
Peres.

The Chancellor defended his ac- 
tion in permitting pro-Areb terror- 
ista who attacked OPEC ‘headquar- 
ters in Vienna 12 days ago to 
leave Austria with their hostages. 
He said the decision prevented fur- 
ther bloodshed.

ragmatic way, dec each case 
bes its merits,” Dr. Kreisky said in 
a New Year’s Day message. 

The Chancellor said the attack 
on OPEC, the second terrorist ac- 
tion in Austria in two years, had 
provoked questions of whether Aus- 
tria should renounce its interna- 
tional and humanitarian activities. 

“An ostrich-like policy has never 
yet dorne fruit,” the Chancellor 
declared. “There are countries with- 
out international organizations and 
without ‘refugee transit facilities, 
which have been affected just ‘the 
same by terrorism.” 


Apart from OPEC, two UN 
agencies — dealing with atomic 
en and industrial development 
— have headquarters ih Vienna. A 
new “UN City” for more inter- 
national organizations is being built. 
The Austrian Red Cross runs a 
transit centre for Russian Jewish 
emigrants en route to Israel.

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Little hope for peace

BEIRUT. — The old year died unmourned in 
Lebanon and, after almost nine months of 
intermittent civil war, the New Year dawned 
with no real prospect of 5 secure peace. 

New Years aré traditionally raucous and 
colourful affairs in Beirut, with nightiong 
parties in private homes and the spoiled 
Children of the Lebanese wealthy touring the 
city’s nightspots in glossy American cars, 
horns blaring. 

This New Year was sourly different. At 
dusk the streets were once more abandoned 
to the rival gunmen of the Christian and 
Moslem factions, sheltering behind barricades 
of sodden sandbags or in the doorways of 
ruined buildings. 

Occasional security forces pstrols sloshed 
past through weter running from broken 
mains and sewers. Rats scampered over the 
rotting piles of garbage on street corners. 

Civilians stayed at home in a city that has 
largely divided iiself into two ghettos, one 
Christian and one Mosiem By day they risk 
the sniper’s bullet in the street, by night the 
danger of being picked up by the prowling 
patrols of gunmen of the rival faith if they 
stray from theix immediate neighbourhood. 

And, as 1976 dawned, there was little cause 
for hope that the new would see the 
end of the law of the gun and the restoration 
of the authority of a state whose constitutional 
structure has proved too frail and anachron. 
istic to survive the pressures of a growing 
Moslem population and the powerful “Pa-

Egyptian parliament asks 
Sadat to stay on 


CAIRO. — Egypt's People’s As- 
sembly has appealed to President 
Anwar Sadat to nominate himself 
for a second six-year term as Pre- 
sident, it was reported yesterday. 

Reversing an oft-stated desire to 
retire after 33 years in politics, 
Sadat said last summer he was 
ready to serve the people again: 

The Egyptian leader, who has a 
heart condition and has been told 
by doctors to avoid overwork, was 
δὲ on December 25. His current 
term expires on October 15. 

Under procedures that will be 
used for the first time since the 
constitution was adopted in 1971, 
the People’s Assembly will meet 
60 days before the end of Sadat’s 
term to nominate him for another 
six years. 


There may be a token additional 
candidate to indicate thet Sadat’s 
political “liberalization” programme 
functions. 

Once the candidate is nominated, 
a plebiscite will be. held on October 
2 and the President sworn in on 
October 16. 

Typical of the comments stressing 
the importance of Sadat’s staying 
in office was one by Assembly Mem- 
ber Hafez Eadawy. He said Sadat 
had to remain “because he is the 
captain of the ship, aud the ship 
cannot sail without his leadership.” 

Should Sadat die im office, the 
constitution calls for Assembly 
Speaker Sayed Marei to succeed 
him for 60 days until a new Pre- 
sident can be nominated and elec- 
ted. (AP)

“Triumph of violence 


. NORMAN JEWISON's two previous 
fms (‘Fiddler on the Roof’ and 
“Jesus Christ Superstar") were bas- 
ed.on the past. Rollerball (Hod, Tel 
Aviv) Jocks to the future, to the 
world in 2018. The: nations, gone 
bankrupt around the turn of the cen- 
tury, have been replaced by three 
corporations — Food, nergy and 
Electronics — which together rule & 
world in which both war and poverty 
have been eliminated. To satisfy 
their subjects’ search for excitement 
and.to prevent them from rebelling, 

‘the corporate executives have in- 

vented Rollerball. 

Played by two ten-mar teams the 
game combines the more un- 
aesthetic aspects of professional 
football, hockey and motorcycle rac- 
ing. A progressive whittling down of 
the rules as the world championship 
reaches its closing stages makes the 
game increasingly violent. Death 
becomes coromonplace. 

As in other stories of this genre, 
the individual is pitted against the 
awesome might of the powers that 
be. “Rollerball” was designed to 
demonstrate the futility of individual 
effort. However, the rise of Jonathon 
Ἐπ. the world’s foremost player, does 
exactly the opposite. His charisma is 
a threat to their control and the cor- 

.porate executives are intent on 

. Τα him from the game. But 
Jonathon ΕἸ. survives all their 
machinations, becoming almost 
deified in the process. Not only are 


the executives’ efforts brought to 
nought, they backfire on them. 
Paradoxically, the film suffers the 
same fate. It tries to show how objec- 
ee Rollerball is, but seems to 
lo exactly the opposite. People are 
attracted to the game Seba than 
repulsed by it. The extras employed 
in the filming did not have to he 
given instructions, They soon 
became go involved that of their own 
accord they did even more than wag 
expected of them. The hired spec- 
tators climbed over barriers and 
tore down barricades often injuring 
each other in the process. Cinema 
audiences scream and clap support 
tor Jonathon E. and his team. And

The film fails on two counts. The 
story is not interesting enough to 
capture our attention. We are cap- 
tivated instead by the game itself or 
to be more precise by the violence it 
generates. Consequently ‘‘Roller- 
ball” ia interesting, above all, for the 
brutality that it is trying to condemn. 
Jewison realized the irony of the 
situation when he said: ‘‘Sometimes 
in films you try to make a statement 
and people draw exactly the opposite 
conclusion.’’ But one question 
remains. Is this an indictment of the

Tense, but cliché-ridden 


Flic Story (Esther, Tel Aviv and Atz- 
mon, Haifa) revolves round a chase,
